burg, There Is also in the collection 
an umbrella,, "a duplicate of one 
given to Lafayette, which was pre- 
sented to President Monroe by the 
city of Boston on the occasion of 
General- Lafayette's visit to . the 
Unite* States in 1824. 


The building will be restored so as 


to make Jt fireproof, and the office 
will be" fitted with furniture used by 
President Monroe. The lot to the 
rear of the property ~will be made 
into an old-fashioned garden such 
as probably existed in his time. 
When the restoration Is completed 
and all the documents and relics 'n- 
stalled, fredericksburg will hare a 
shrine of such national importance 
that it Is expected to attract thous- 
ands of visitors annually.

Egypt the credit for evolving the flrst 
brick "ad," for it was upon a pyramid 
constructed entirely of sun-dried brick, 
found at Pashur, slightly south of 
Cairo, that Herodotus Is purported/to 
have s«*n th« following unique adver- 
tisement which was interpreted to him 
by his Egyptian guide as follows: 


"Disparage" jne not. by comparing 


me with pyramids built of stone. I 
am as raucj superior to them as Am- 
moa Is superior to the rest of the 
deities. 
I am constructed of brick 


made ffom mud which adhered to the 
«nds of pole* and was drawn up from 
the bottom of the lake." 


Europe learned to make and use 


brick trgm the Romans. The remark- 
able dome of St. Sophia of Byiantlu, 
the baths of Carcalla, the basilica of 
Constantine at Rome are striking ex- 
amples of Roman architecture in brick. 


During the period of the Crusades 


brick found its way into. Italy, south- 
ern France,- Germany and the, low 
countries. 


The Moors of Spain, too, proved 


themselves masters in the use of this 
material. 
Examples of this mastery 


are found In the Alhambra at Granada 
and the mosque (now cathedral) of 
Cordova. 


Brick was Introduced Into England 


by the Romans ---ho occupied that 
country for three ad a half centuries. 
The industry was not adopted by the 
English themselves, however, cntll 
during the reign of Henry Till (1509- 
1647), probably luifler the Flemish in- 
fluence. 
The fire of 1666, however, 


transformed London into a brick cityj 
and a decided vogue for this com- 
modity resulted. Consequently, scat- 
tered throughout England we find 
many fine old country houses built of 
brick, which so fittingly express the 
solidity, dignity and practicality of the 
English country gentleman of that day. 


America naturally acquired the art 


of maktag and using thig .material 
from her English cousins", but even 
America may boast of a degree of 
antiquity In the use of brick, for the 
^arly Spaniards found excellent ex- 
amples of adobe brickwork in Peru 
and Mexico. 
In >"ortb Ameriea~tbe 


Colonial days produced fine types of 
brick architecture from New England 
to Virginia, and from.that time until 
the present the industry has steadily 
grown and developed.

ous adventure of the entire trip. Sep- 
arated from his companions on a spe- 
cial elephant hunt, Mr. E\erard sud- 
denly encountered a family of wild 
pachyderms.

mals broke from the herd and charged 
the hunter, but Mr. Everard managed 
to place a shot in a vital spot and tha 
elephant collapsed.
